STILL HIGHER WATER EXPECTED

Weather Bareau Warns Prople to Fre-
pare for It--Suspension of Traffie
Threatened.

Ii Vizarsia, Il , March 26.—The Sanga-
mon and Iilinois rivers continune to
rise, having risen two or three inches
daily for the past two weeks. The high
water marks of former years are passed
and the sitoation grows alarmiog.
Many families have vacated their homes
on the lowlands, going to the bluffs for
safety. Tne Illinois is still below the
high water mark six inchea.

The mayor of Beardstown has ealled a
meeting to devise some way and meane
to protent the Beardstown-Frederick
road, which is now threatened with de-
etroction.

2 Further Kise To Coms.

Quiscy, Iil., March 26.—The Mississip-
pi rivar here re, isters 13 feet 5 inches in
24 bours. The lowlands ara submerged,
and many farmers can not get into the
gity. The government weather bureau
has sent ont warning that the river will
be 14 feet by Saturday,

8o far the water has offered the rail-
road no interference, bat it is probable
that it will in a few days, The track of
the St. Louis, Keokuk, & Northwestern,
between here and Keokuk, is being rais-
ed 1n low places. The officials eay the
track will stand a rise of eighteen inches
more before their trains will have to be
taken off.

The Fiood at Metropolls.

Merrorous, Ill., March 20.—This eity
presented a gorry appearance today in
consequence of the flood. . The river is a
vast sea. Thereare not to exceed 25
dwelling-houses along the [river front
where the occapants have not been driv-
en out by the waters. Fences and out-
houses are all gone, The Southern hotel
sud a dozen other honses are wrecks,

The overflow extends from Fillmore
street to Belmont bayon, on Calhoon
gtreet, from BSecond street to Ferry,
where the water spreads to Market.
Then it goes farther until it reaches
Third street.

KNOCES AT OUR DDOR.

Hawali Wants to Be Annexed to the

United States.
Wasaixgrox, March 26,—It is said
that formal application for annexation
to the United States probably will be
made eoon by the government of Hawaii
throught its minister to the United
.Btates. Theapplication will be present-
ed to the state departement, and it is
expected will be transmitted to congress.
Ex-Minister Thurston, Attorney-Gen-
eral Smith and General Har.well, of
New York, have been here gince the in-
asoguration in the interests of asnnexs-
tion. Mr. Hatch, the Hawaiian min-
ister, and Mr. Smith saw the pres:dent
yesterday, and he listened attentively to
the arguments they had to present.
Messers. Hatch and Bmith also have
seen Secretary Sherman in regard tg the
question of annexation, and presented
to him argoments in its favor. They
decline to discuass the attitnde of the
president or his premier on the subject,
except to say the silnation is encourag-
ing. Everything, said Minister Hatch,
is as yet in a tentative shape, and noth-
ing formal has been done.
Attorney-General Bmith, who  has
been in the city several weeks, will start
next week on his retnrn to the island.

BIG GUNS FOR CUBANS

Expedition Is Suceessfully
Landed on the Island.

ACTIVITY OF INSURGENT FORCES

¥Famioe In the District of Sanctl Spir-
itus, Dae to the Fallure of
Sagar Crops.

Havaxa, via Koy West, Marh 27.—An
expedition ecarrying arms, ammunition
and heavy field pieces hae been landed
succesefully at Boca de Jaruen, to the
northwest of Havana., It is reported
that s well-known Havans merchant,
Colin de Caidenas, was amonpg those
landed with the expedition.

The outskirts of La Puste were raided
by the insurgents, who sacked and burn-
ed a number!of houses, retiring after a
light ekirmish with the government
soldiers. Numerous insargent forces
have been gathering at a point about
eight miles from Canajoani, vnder di-
rect ordérs from Maximo Gomesz.

La Lucha yeaterday attacked the mili-
tary censor at.the palace, claiming he
“knocks out the news under any pre-
terbe,”’ adding that the censor’s policy
of keeping the papers from printiog
news will “‘go against him."

Famine has commeneed to invade Lhe
distriet of Sancti Spiritus. The failore
of the sugar crop is the principle canse.
The pianters bave abandoned =il hope
of grinding this ‘season.

Laurada in the Delnware.

PaiLapenrsia, March 27.—The fa-
mous filibustering steamer Lsurada
passed the Delaware capes at 6:30 to-
night. The Laarada, after having had
her boilers examined and pronounced
in an onsafe condition, sailed from Bal-
timore, ostensibly for Wilmington, Del.,
for repairs, about Feoroary 20 last. It
was reported at the time the filiboster
had gone on another expedition, but
Captain John D. Hart, her owner de-
nied the story emphatically.

Sinca that time, however, the Lanrada
has been reported but once. QGurley,
which arrived here Wednesday, March
24, from Jamsica. He stated that he
had seen the Lanrpda, March 10, off
Wattling's island, one of tbe Bahamas.
He gaid she had a cargo of'some kind on
board, and was heading to leeward. The
captain of the Garley was positive in his
identity of the Laurada, saying he was
pear enough to read her name.

MISSISSIPPI FLOOD

A Crisis Prevalls at Quiney--News FProm
the Lower Eiver.

Quinoy, Ill., March 27.—A flood crisie
prevails here. At 6 o'clock, the Mis-
sissippi passed the 14-foot mark, and is
still rising at the rate of one-third of
an inch an hour, in gspite of the fact
that the river is from three to eight
miles wide above and below here.
Ferry-boates moved a number of families
and droves of slock from Horton's
island, which is now almost covered
with water. Residents on the opposite
gide of Quincy bay were forced to
abandon their homes.

Farmers have been fighting the rising
water night and day on the levees north
of town. Itis feared that all the levees
will go by the board tomorrow, onless
the rise ceases. The first break will
mean the flooding of thousands of acres
of valuable farm lands.

Danger Threatened at Vickaburg.

Vicespore, Miss.,, "March 27.—The
rise in the river threatens most serious
damage to the levees. The latest re-
porte from ak far north as Greenville,
Miss., and from both sides of the river,
are that the levees are being held at all
points.

A special from Lake Provioee, La.,
complaios of lack of tools and material,
of which large quantities, however, are
now en route from this city. It isThoped
they will arrive in time. The situation
is daily becoming more grave, and a

crisis seems near at hand. The people |-

The guage at 0 p. m. reads 48,1
feat.

The Situation at Calro.

Caimo, Ill., March 27.—The sitnation
here continues to improve. The guage
shows a 1all of sbout an inch. It reads
51 feet tonight. The winds last night
were very severe on the levee in this
neighborhood. At Beard’s point, the
gitnation i2 distressing. Twenty-five or
thirty houses there have been washed
from the foundstions. A large smount
of the Cotton Belt {racks have been
washed away, and from 75 to 100 yarde

of the levee there is gone. This evening
however, the water stands on both sides
of the embsnkment,

WARNED ONCE MORE.

Powers Demand That All Troops Be
BRecalled From Frontler.

Araexs, March 28.—The Crown Prince
Constatine has arrived at Voli. Daring
the paasage of the canal Egripos, Prince
George went on board and bade his
brother a tonching adieu.

The ministers of the powers held a
conference today and it is stated drew
up the terms of a collective note to the
Greek government, requesting that the
Greek troops be recalled from the fron-
tier. It is understood that a similar note
will be preseuted to the porte, and that,
if either power refnses, its principal
porte wiil be blockaded.

A meeting of the Cretan delegates will
be held shortly at Athens to drait a
reply to the admiral's proclamation of
sutonomy.

Alleged to Be Greek Strategy.

RIVERA IS CAPTURED

Maceo's Gallant Suececessor
Taken Prisoner.

IT WAS ‘A HARD-FOUGHT BATTLE

A JColonel and a Lieutenant Fell Into
the Enemy's Hands Along With
Thelr Galiant Commander

Havaxa, March 20.—General Hernan-
dez Velasco, continuing operations in
the hills of Pinar del Rio, with the
troops under his commiand, was engaged
yesterday morning at Cabazeadas, Rio
Hondo district, with an insargent force
of .100 men under General Ruiz Rivera,
The insurgents were dispersed, and
their position captured after an hour's
fighting. ;

The troops captured & number of
prisoners, incloding Major General Ruis
Rivera, his chief of staff, Oolonel
Bacallao and adjatant, Lieatenant Terry.
General Rivera and Lientenant Terry
were both wounded.

Rivera, who succeeded Antonio Maceo
in command of the insurgent forces in
Pinar del Rio, is congidered next in
military importance to General Maximo
Gomez.

The Insargents left ten men killed.
The troops, purening the enemy, cap-
tored & quantity of arms, ammaunition,
dynamite, capse, ete. The troops had
one man killed, and Lieutenant Wol-
gesraffen and tweoty-four soldiers
wounded.

General Rivera and his chief of staff,
Colonel Baeallao, were brought in pris-
oners at San Crigtobal, Pinar del Rig,
last evening. Lieatenant Terry, ad-
jutant of General Rivera, who was made
prisoner at the same time' died on the
way to Ban Cristobal. He wae wounded
by the exploeion of a SBpanish shell dur-
ing the engagement at Cabazeadas.

OWEN MELTON IS DYING.

He Cannot Much Longer Withatand
Prison Life In Cuba.

Havaxa, March 20.—Owen Melton,the
American newspaper correspondent who
is confined with the Competitor crew in
Cabanas, i reported to be dying.

A lady who went to Cabanas recently
to see relatives incarcerated there, states
that Melton is 0 weak that he is able
to speak only in & whisper. He counld
not raise himself to the window without
the assistance of his companion,

Melton’s cell is damp and founlsmell-
ing. A fellow-occapant of the same
compartment with Melton died with
typhoid fever a few days ago. Melton
has had no medieal attention, and is
now & mere skeleton. He told the lady
mentioned above that he felt that his
end was near, and that he was fally
resigned in his fate, preferring death
here now to transportation in chains to
s Spanish penal station off the African
coast later on,

An Amerjean Rilled in Cabn.

Wassaiseros, March 29.—The follow-
ing dispatch was received from Consul-
(General Lee, dated Havana, yesterday:

‘0. E. Crosby, of New York, repre-
tentative of the Chicago Record, is re-
ported killed while watching with field
glasses the combat between Spanish and
insargent forces near Arroya Blanco,
close tn the boundary of Poerto Principe,
and Santa Clara. He came to the island
January 30th, and is said to have gradn-
ated-at 8t. Cyr, France.”

LEVEES ARE IN DANGER.

Sutuation Along the Mississippl Shores
Is Serlons.

Wasaiserox, March 29.—Colonel Gil-
lespie, president of the Mississippi
commisgeion, has telegrapbed General
Wilson, chief of engineers, from Vicks-
burg, under dste of yesterday az fol-
 lows:

“The ganges slong ;the river from
Memphis to Vicksburg give & flood read-
ing varyiug from 1%5 to 3 feet above any
previously recorded readings. The feel-
.ing everywhere is one of uneasiness,
all the state leves boards are battling
against the rising floods regardless of
cost. As yet no widely spread damage
has been reported, though several
breaks in levees sbove Greenville, on
both banks, have occurred. The levees
are serionsly etrained at all points.”

Crevasse at Greanville,

GeeesvicLe, Mwes,, March 29.—A
crevasse occurred last night'in the levee,
seven miles gouth of Greenville, on thé
Missisgippi side, through which an im-
mensge volume of water .is pouring into
the Black and Bteele Rayou country.

Thonsands of dollars have already
been swept away in crops products, and
it is raining again, o that the prairies,
even back from the river, look like lakes,
and the prepgration of land for spring
crops is again delerred.

Situstion at Quinecy.

Quiney, Ill., . Mareli 20 —The Miss-
imsippi keeps up ite record at this point,
and other rise is regigtered, making the
stage fiiteen feet above tne low-water
mark, Thoosands of sighteeers line
the bepks and bluffs to see the
murdy water, which bas submerged sll
of the islands and etetched back over the
Missoari bottoms for several miles with
only the tops of trees and partly sub-
merged houses visible here and there to
mark the former places of abode aof
thrifty {farmers.

The sitaation on the levee is the same*
as yesterday. A large force ure working
heroically to strengthen the week places,
and thereby save their homes and cropa,
but it iz now believed to be a hoplees
one, as old river men say that the river
will go beyond the mark of nine years
ago.

Reports from the north are very dis-
couraging, and the rain storm which
prevailed Sunday increased the fears of
the owners of land in the levee districte.

Minnesota Hivers Rislog.
